Speaking to the Chamber of Commerce of the 


United States last spring. Secretary Redfield of 
the Department of Commerce made this state- 
ment: "I beg of you, gentlemen, not to be per- 
suaded by the daily news columns of the press 
into the belief that our foreign trade lies chiefly 
in what we may call, for lack of a better name, 
'war orders/ That is not so." 


Mr. Redfield has made other statements widely
